Rev. dear Father: 


Thoughtthe intention and the desire to write to you have 
been present for many weeks, the time and the opportunity 
to do so have been lacking. I searcely know where to begin. 
So much has happened during the past months, 


Your letter of December 5 was a source of much sorrow. 

I felt that you did not understand - this, however, seems 
to be the case with everyone with whom I have been dealing/ 
I am convinced now that God has permitted all of this 

for some purpose. Your little note on your Christmas 

card was reassuring, JI did as you suggested - devoted 

the time of Advent to prayer and medigation, I sppke 

to Father Wiatrak, the Jesuit who comes for our mobbhly 
conference as you suggested, 


Father was most understanding and most helpful. I had 

a long talk with him and when I left the confessional, 
my soul was filled with a deep peace and great happiness. 
Father told me definitely that this was the night of the 
soul; that God was pleased with me, even though I felt 
He was not; that this was a precious grace God was send- 
ing me and that I would come out of it with a deeper 
degree of prayer, I told Father of the summer of 1948 
when you had told me God had granted me the grace of 
acquired contemplation and Father told me that I still 
had it. I thought I had long since lost it - but Father 
told me that such was not the case. He told me to be 
passive in God's hands, not to fight against the things 
which had been upsetting me so much, to accept, to bend 
my will to that of God, and to permit Him to act in my 
soul. He said it was all perfectly clear to him - that 
I myself could not see it but that this was all a part 
of the suffering of the night of the soul, With this 
deep peace and joy of soul, my Christmas was one of 
great peace also, as well as the entire holiday season, 
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As you can well imagine, however, this did not last too 
long. The early part of January we had council meeting 
on a Saturday, I believe, We had a full day session and 
at the close of our meeting or shortly after, I learned 
that Father Moisant had been at the hospital nearly all 
day. He would not permit the Sisters to disturb Mother 
St. Claire to let her know that he was there. I went in 
to greet Father and had a few words with him with his 
father and Mother St. Claire present in the room. Father 
asked me a question which I answered. From my answer,I 
believe that Father misjudged me and concluded that I had 
been guilty of something which I had not. I asked to 
speak to him alone for a few moments as I wished to clear 
up the question. Father became very severe, reproached 
me harshly and said he didn't care to listen to anything 
I had to say. He refused abeslutély to see me. I asked 
for his blessing and then withdrew from the room for I 
could not control myself. I went to the chapel and cried 
and cried, I cried the greater part of the next day as 
well. I could not believe that Father could be so cruel, 
I thought he would call for me before I left the hospital 
but he did not. He was at the hospital a couple of weeks 
later when I also happened to be there but I did not see 
him then either, God had even more suffering in store for 
me, Father Wiatrak returned for our January day of reco- 
llection. Imagine my surprise when I wished to speak to 
Father in the confessional when I saw that Father did not 
wish to talk to me. His time was limited, it was tune - 
then when he did tell me to go ahead and speak, I could 
say nothing. You can imagine my reaction to all of this, 


Physically,for some time, things have been mich worse. 
The doctor has written to Rev.Mother urging me to give 
me a regime which would give me more rest. Frankly,Father, 
as I think I have told you in some previous letters, at 
times I really wondered if I were losing my mind. I have 
never suffered from my Sisters as I have this year. The 
doctor has reassured me that my mind is perfectly clear 
and that I have nothing to fear therefrom. He told me the 
last time I saw him that it would be strange if with the 
things I have had to contend and my physical condition, 

I did not react as I have. I have gone to pieces,liter- 
ally as well as actually, Father, many times, Everything 
I have to do is more than I can take. Misunderstandings, 
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difficulties, censures, blame, physical suffering 
and intense keen moral suffering have been present 
with me almost constantly. One day this week, I 

was stmuck during my mediation with the fact ahat 
during the Agony in the Garden, our dear Lord showed 
Himself as a man "broken in spirit as well as in 
body." It seemed to me that I sfiffered that all 
day. It did not seem possible to add to the cup of 
sorrow I endured that day. 


During this past week, we had our three day retreat 
for our high school girls, This year, we had another 
Jesuit, Father Erpenbeck, who gave our conferences to 
the Sisters one year. I spoke to Father, too, about 
all of this and about some of the difficulties exist- 
ing in the house which seem more than I can take. 
Father, too, assured me that it was God Who was sending 
all of this and Who would in Hiw own good time, straight- 
- en out all. He, too, told me that God was pleased with 
me and#K he urged me to offer all and suffer all that 
good might come to the community through it. 


I feel, Father, as though I have been reduced to abso=- 
lute zero. I have always enjoyed the respect and es- 
teem of my Sisters, I do not now have this. The diffi 
culties existing in the house between some of the Sisters 
&s*éuch a source of sorrow to me that at times I feel 

I cannot take it. I am blamed for so much of it - TI 
have begged and pleaded with Rev.Mother to right the 
matters - she, in turn, cannot see it. The ones con- 
cerned make her feel, at least one of them, that she is 
practicing heroic virtue, I am blamed by not righting 
the matter. It is entirely beyond my control. The poor 
children are suffering under it - since this is so, it 
seems to be my duty to right it. The only way that can 
be done would be to separate those involved and make 
changes. I pointed this out to Rev.Mother last summer, 
She did not agree with me but told me that the retreat 
had changed some of those involved and thai all would bE 
WELL this year. It hasn't, Father - at times, the house 
seems a perfect hell. Surely God docs not wish this. 


I beg your prayers, Father, that I may accept even this 
since it seems to be God's will. I am not permitted to 

fast for Lent, although the diet I am following is more _ 

or less a fast irifself. I am offering mvself as a holo- 
caust to our dear Lord to suffer and to bear all that #0 ~+/ 
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sending. I am trying to be as generous and courageous 
as i can and to be as amiable and good-natured as poss- 
ible, I renew my practice of adoration with that of 
trust and confidence in Him, I would appreciate hearing 
from you, Father, even though I know you are busy.Please 
tell me frankly what you think of it all. AmI exagger- 
ated? Am I refusing to accept God's will for me? Am 

I failing Him in courage, fortitude and generosity? What 
do you wish me to do? Would you give me a penance to 
replace the fast? 


Sister Mary Mediatrix is not very well. Sbb has had 
another bad spell with her thyroid gland. I saw her a 

few moments this yeaxxx week. She was in an oxygen 

tent and this seemed to be helping her. I told her that 

I was going to write to you and asked if she wished to 
send a message, She hesisated a moment and then said to 
tell you that her bhange of residence has made no differ- 
ence in the suffering. ‘She also said she felt that phys-~ 
ical suffering would be her lot for the rest of her days. 
You probably know that she was made a member of the commun- 
ity of St.Mary's a few months ago. For a few weeks before 
Christmas, Sister seemed to be much better. 


Alice Harding is not too well either. I haven't seen 
her for some time but I do telephone her occasionally 
when I am in the city. 


I am enclosing some Mass bippends, Father, which I 
would appreciate your taking care of for me. I am grate- 
ful for your prayers, Father - I know that they have 
helped me much, You are remembered constantly in my 
prayers and my sufferings, too. How I wish that I might 
have the opportunity of speaking to you. I beg your 
blessing and your prayers.

This is just a note to give you the latest news 
about Rev, Mother. For quite a while the doctors were really concerned 
about Rev. Mother, Finally they decided to doa little investigating 
with a light at the end of a tube. This required an anesthetic, which 
in itself was a problem since there a number of anesthetics Rev. Mother 
cannot tolerste. Coughing while the tube was inserted was another worry. 
However, they finally took the risk since improvement was at a stand still 
The result was that they found no cancer, no abscess or growth of any 
kind. The persistent spot was the residue of infection. The doctors 
were relieved that it was not worse. They diagnose the germ as virus X, 
a type not generally understood. They are allowing Rev. Mother to be 
up now for as long as six hours in the day, with periods of rest, well 
understood. Friday, Rev. Mother went out side for the first time. She 
has been in bed for three months now, but we are hopeful that the doctors 
will succeed in curing her completely. 

We appreciate your prayers, and as Rev. Mother told one 
doctor, "If I am ever freed from this germ it will be the result of 
prayer and not medication." The doctor agreed. 

I will be on retreat from August eithth to sixteenth. 
Prayers both ways will be in order. God bless you abundantly.
